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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: Examiner has carefully considered Applicant's 
arguments, but respectfully the arguments are not persuasive. Therefore, the rejection stand as per the Final Office Action. 

Applicant argues that "Rogen and Curry can not be combined as Rogen teaches away from measuring time on a real-time basis." 

Examiner disagrees as Rogen in the mid 1 970's is representative of the technology (shape memory alloys) available at the time to monitor 
blood storage devices. Curry is representative of advances in semiconductor technology (1 990's) which allowed additional features just as 
real-time to be added to the original blood-bag temperature monitoring devices of Rogen. Examiner maintains that Rogen is combinable 
with Curry because Curry is merely representative of the advancement in temperature monitoring devices based on new technology. 
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
